Since the Bay Conservation 
and Development Commission 
(BCDC), a State agency, is suing 
our city to stop unplanned fill 
of our bay, the City Council 
states that no federal funds can 
be granted to the City for plan- 
ning the waterfront. Because the 
Albany Bay Committee, as stated 
in its charter, is dedicated to a 
wise plan for water-oriented rec- 
reation and regional planning of

for preparing waterfront plans. 

The Albany Bay Committee 
urges the development of a use- 
ful and attractive shoreline for 
the recreational needs of all our 
people, consistent with regional 
planning envisaged by the Save 
the Bay Act and needed to keep 
cities from ruining the bay, for 
all through single-city thinking.

Editor, the Times: 
At the March 14 Board of Su- 
pervisors meeting I brought up 
the matter of abolishing the re 
gional, or area, offices of the 
State Department of Welfare. 
After some discussion the Board 
unanimously approved by motion 
that we recommend to the State 
Administration that the regional 
offices be abolished, If not abol- 
ished, at the very least that their 
justification be re-examined and 
re-evaluated so as to eliminate 
unnecessary duplication and save 
the taxpayers of the state a mini- 
mum of $3,262,000. Also included 
in the motion was a direction 
from the Board that I seek ap- 
proval of the Board of Directors 
of the Supervisors’ State Associa- 
tion meeting in Sacramento, 

Alameda County is the largest 
county in Northern California; 
and on very rare occasion, if 
ever, does it have reason to con- 
tact the San Francisco area 
office. When the Board of Su- 
pervisors or our Welfare Depart- 
ment administrative officials are 
in need of additional information, 
it is customary to obtain said in- 
formation directly from the state- 
wide office in Sacramento. 

Now there are three such 
branch area offices—one located 
in San Francisco, and another in 
Los Angeles, and believe it or 
not, one in Sacramento, a short 
distance from the mai noffice of 
the State Welfare Department. 

I have checked this matter 
with the fiscal officer of the State 
Welfare Department, and he in- 
forms me that there are some 
256 employees assigned between 
the three area offices at an annu- 
al cost of $3,262,443. (In addi- 
tion there are some personnel Jo- 
cated in these offices which pro- 
vide service to’some of the small- 
er counties—this number is not 
included in the above figures.) 

Tt should be pointed out that 
this. proposal would have no ef- 
fect on the grants to recipients— 
it applies only to administration. 

Hence, the State Administra-

Other details in- 
cluded handmade rugs on the 
floor, miniature lamps shedding 
light on a grand piano not much 
larger than a piece of toast, tom- 
plete with candelabra. 

In the miniature furniture 
room were teatables the size of 
a dinner plate set for a party 
with cups, saucers, silverware. 
Rooms are entered through a 
portiere of button strings made 
of buttons left as souvenirs by 
visitors. 

We were taken back to our 
childhood upon seeing almost 
life-size dolls dressed as they did 
at the turn of the century with 
beautifully dressed hair and love- 
ly gowns. Even our handsome 
bus driver was oh-ing and ah-ing 
with us. 

Perambulators and baby bug- 
gies of olden days, filled with 
adorable baby dolls watched over 


(by several cages of beautiful live 


white King pigeons. 

All in all, it was a marvelous 
display and I’m sure we felt, like 
Alice, that we had gone through 
the looking glass.
